I want to start off this column by saying what a great job Pat did 
on the tour diary zine (even though Pat spelled our band name 
wrong TWICE and juxtapozed my name with John's picture in 
the band photo!!) and if you haven't picked up a copy you should 
turn off the Simpsons and get out and buy one ya lazy bum!! So 
to somewhat coincide with the release of the tour diary my 
column this month is going to be about touring etiquette for 
bands and for diy promoters. I think this is an important subject 
because to me dealing with flakes and assholes can be a major 
detracting factor in what should be all good fun. 

First off I'll address those who book and/or promote shows for 
touring bands. For those of you who have toured, you know that 
touring is usually the equivalent of driving a van filled with 
money, down the highway and rolling down the windows. Low 
turnouts for shows can usually mean barely covering gas money 
for the touring band. Even shows that are flyered for weeks could 
end up only being 5-10 kids. This is out of you control but it does 
not free you from your responsibility to the bands. One of the 
most important things you can do is guarantee gas money. This 
may seem like a no brainer, but there are still kids out there who 
will pay local bands for drawing kids and then stiff the touring 
band. If you like having touring bands come through town and 
would like for them to return, make sure their tank is full when 
they leave. Look at it this way, now you having more than punk 
posturing to motivate you to promote the fuck out of shows. 
Secondly, but in no way of any less importance, is food for the 
band. You can't get up and kick ass every night if you're 
squeezing ketchup packerts into hot water to make soup (it's not 
bad if you can get some oyester crackers to go along with it). 
When booking the band by phone or by email, be sure to ask 
them what their diet is. Sometimes you'll book a band that's 
entirely vegan so they won't be too interested in the hot dogs you 
were gonna make for dinner. Pasta w/ sauce or beans and rice are 
a good start but eating that shit every night isn't exactly healthy 
either. "But Matt, I barely have enough money to buy a 
Headwreaker 40 oz." Ok, so your broke, let's use the noodle 
Einstein. If you regularly book shows, make the door price $6 but 
if you bring a non perishable food item, it costs $5. Encouraging 
people to bring canned foods or other items, pasta, etc., shows the 
bands that you have a supportive scene which gives them more 
reason to want to come back. Successful food drives can be 
handled as punk food pantries so as to always have something to 
offer the bands that are coming through. Even if no one shows up 
with a can of food all of the extra dollars that are collected can be 
used to buy food. Touring is a lot of fun but it can also be brutal. 
Bad tours can result in good bands breaking up. Sometimes it’s 
hard to give a shit when you don't feel anyone else does. 
Knowing that you at least have food and gas money covered 
reduces a lot of the stress 


Now for the bands. That's right ya crusty little punks I'm talking 
to you! People who put on these shows are generally good 
people. Anyone who is going to give you a guarantee on food and 
gas is trying to take care of you. If they offer you a place to stay 
you should extend to them every courtesy that's within your 
power. That means showing up on time or earlier for the show. 
With the exception of a van breakdown or a death, there is 
virtually no reason why this can't be done. Any reason deserves a 
call well enough in advance so the people putting on the show 
don't start too early or don't start at all because they are waiting 
for you. Thank you's should also be an understood. Every 
member of the band should go out of their way to thank the 
people who put the time and energy into booking the show. This 
is important because as most people who book shows will tell 
you, it's a thankless part of the scene. Out of all the things you 
can do in the punk scene, start a band, run a label or write a zine, 
booking shows is by far and away the least appreciated. Another 
way to show your appreciation to people who book you on a 
show or put you up in their homes is to always be repectful of the 
homes or diy spaces. When Dropdead played at the YMCA in 
Brighton, some dipshit graffitied the bathroom walls. Now, a 
place that maybe would have allowed more shows, won't book 
any shows now. Respect all places and persons you meet on 
tour!! Even the crustiest of crust houses should be treated like a 
palace while you're there. If you eat, drink beer, smoke cigarettes, 
whatever else, CLEAN UP AFTER YOURSELF!! It should 
always be top priority to leave the place just the way it was when 
you arrived. If you're showering at someones apartment or house, 
bring your own soap and shampoo. As much as these people want 
to help, they aren't interested in using their soap again after you 
were sticking it up your ass! Speaking of asses, be mindful of 
what is coming out of your asses when crashing at someones 
house. A band stayed at my house a few months back and they 
collectively decided to take shits before they left my house, 
leaving my wife and kids gagging at the stench of the fowls they 
made. I understand that nature calls but come on people, is the 
courtesy flush out of vogue? Another thing that will happen when 
people offer you a place to crash is they will make the mistake of 
saying the ill-fated words, "help yourself'. Contrary to popular 
belief, this does translate into "Please rape my cabinets of all the 
food I have and please leave me with enough peanut butter to 
spread across a saltine." Assume that what they do have to offer 
you is the last bit of food they have and that they are kind enough 
to share it with you. I guess what I'm trying to get at is this: just 
because it's punk rock doesn't mean you don't have to give a shit 
about anyone else. Respect is a 2 way street. 

That's enough for right now, 1 want to send a thank you out to 
Sbgb and the Numbskulls for sending me copies of their cd's. 
Although neither one play a style that I'm particularly into (I did 
find myself enjoying the Numbskulls cd more than I thought I 
would) I still encourage any hardcore, punk, grind bands (all sub- 
genres included) to send me your demos and I will review them in 
this column. I'm specifically interested in demos so if you would 
like to have a cd, lp or ep reviewed, send it to Pat the FNS guy.

America's War on Rock N’ Roll 

"The narrow minded, hypocritical puppets of society are trying 
to kill rock n' roll. ..and they can't do it." -GG Allin 

All was well in the 50’s. The cold war and Senator Joe McCarthy 
whipped America into a patriotic frenzy, we were hooked on an 
American ideal that had reciently fizzled and dissipated into 
conformity and consumerism. Elvis Presley had another idea. He 
would sway his hips, snarl into the mic and whip America into a 
frenzy of repressed lust.

Bands like Duran Duran, Psychadelic Furs, and The Cars 
were only too happy to oblige and by the early 80's most music 
fans believed punk was dead because the music press told them 
so. PLan three worked. And thyen haredcore happened. The arty 
shit was extingusihed and bands of very young players played 
fast, sposored club and hall shows, put out records and started 
zines. Rock N' Roll had never been so self sufficient until right 
before Elvis Presley. 

Time for plan four. Chips, Quincy and other action/adventure 
shows of that ilk began portraying punks real new wave 
(hardcore) as a cesspool of hard drugs, violence, crime and 
fascist politics. Thugs started showing up to hardcore shows, 


thirsty for blood. While hardcore was hardly a timid scene 
(especially here on the East Coast) naive young sociopaths might 
attend hardcore shows and hear Jello Biafra ranting about the 
ecessive US military and the Reagan era, or get an earful of some 
Crass-kid talking shit about the Faukland war. The media 
portrayed hardcore one way, the hardcore scene acted the other. 
The thugs left, the punksstayed and hardcore trudged along. 

Plan Five: Green Day gets momentum in the early 90's, and 
major labels think "We'll just make punk rock what new wave 
was.. ..safe!" So Green Day gets picked up and Rancid, Offspring, 
Blink 182, Good Charlette, A Simple PLan and soon to follow. 
This was the biggest failure America has ever had in trying to 
squash real rock n' roll. The exposure of punk filtered down (thus 
succeeding where Reaganomics failed) to the underground 
droves of kids into punk/hardcore fandom. This actually 
revitalized a scene that was barron of ideas and on the verge of 
death at the time.

This month I will share something very important to me ..with all of you. Hopefully some of you will relate 
and maybe feel less alone knowing that there are more of us out there. I'm talking about the straight edge 
punk rocker. 

Huh? Why are you going to take your whole column this month to talk about people that don't exist? Straight 
Edge Hardcore maybe... .but punks? Those who raise their fists high into the air and yell. ..Vitamin 
B!... Vitamin B!.... Vitamin B!... Vitamin BEER! The typical drunk punk? Does not every punk drink before 
the big show? Crouched behind a dumpster with a bunch of his spiky buddies sharing a small bottle of Jack 
Daniels, and getting a little rowdy. But not all of the punks are like this. Nor should young punks feel like 
they need to drink booze to be punk rock. In fact, some of the hardest motherfuckers I know don't touch the 
stuff. Including your humble narrator. Let me tell you a story. 

Growing up in New Hampshire there was never much to do. Drinking and smoking pot were pars for the 
course. "What..you don't smoke weed?...what are you some kind of loser?" ...this was typical . As a punk it 
was (or so I though) my duty to be the best drinker and the worst drinker. Although, with my friends, it was 
not acceptable to be drunk". ..those who could not recite their ABC's after drinking a case of PBR's were 
made fun of, and shunned. Portsmouth (my hometown) was known for being a big skinhead town and to us 
our heroes were guys like Ritchie (from The Bruisers). Mean, and drunk as a fucking skunk all the time. We 
wished we could be the guy that had a free tab at The Elvis Room, we though that was what punk was. That 
if we expected to become part of the musical scene we loved, we would have to be this certain kind of 
person.... dr ink in hand. Unfortunately heavy drinking at an early age was at least a contributing factor to my 
alcoholism and drug abuse. The pressure to drink and be a drunk was every where. In songs where bands 
would sing about booze or drugs, or in videos where they only showed George from The Casualties pouring 
a 40 oz. into the mouths of punk rockers. ..and not the same kids throwing up or pissing themselves 
afterwards. Of course the booze and drugs also helped me through my most awkward teenage stages. 
Loosing my virginity was a piece of cake, fighting, going to shows (which were huge social events). ..all 
made easier by a drink. Society in general, I think, pressures alcohol on people from a very young age 
anyway, so the punk scene is not 100% responsible for my own alcohol and drug abuse.. .but it didn't help. 
There were no positive role models for me growing up in the punk scene. If there were... I didn't pay any 
attention to them, and neither did the people I chose to associate with. If there were kids that hung around 
our little click that didn't drink, or were "positive"...man they got the shit end of the stick. "What are you a 
pussy? was the kind of thing that was common. Even if someone did drink and they wanted to go to bed 
early, it was a never ending barrage of insults and belittlement. I think that perhaps if there was someone 
who was there to point me in the right direction, I may have turned out differently. What if there was a noble 
punk rocker who steered me towards more positive endeavors? Someone to tell me that I didn't need to drink 
to be part of the scene that I loved. Someone to show me the right things to do and the right person to be. 
Instead I was left to my own devices, and the end result was not a pretty one. 

After years of heavy alcohol abuse, homelessness, heroin addiction, legal troubles and simply being a mess, I 
have turned my life around. Although I feel that I may return to my former life if I am not vigilant. After 
years of separating myself from society, and my beloved punk scene, in the past 3 or 4 years I have returned 
and starting going to shows again, hanging out and becoming part of the family, so to speak....all without the 
need/use of drugs or alcohol (or cigarettes, meat, or coffee for that matter). But returning I find the same 
issues that existed when I left. 

It is still a common place sight. Punk rockers and drinking.. .booze, beer, cheap wine.. .and lots of weed and 
some coke every now and again. Don't get me wrong I think that drugs and alcohol have been a powerful 
force in the punk scene. All of the punk rockers in San Francisco in the late 70's had their precious speed. 
Spiky haired drunk punks in London circa 1982 had their booze. The New York Dolls, The Velvet 
Underground and The Stooges loved their heroin. But in the early 80's kids proved that they didn't need any 
booze or drugs to be powerful. They discovered that NOT DRINKING or NOT DOING DRUGS was an 
option. 

That is what I am trying to bring across in this column, that it is an option to not drink, especially for spiky 
punk rockers everywhere. Sure, for hardcore kids it's common place. But punk rockers that do not drink or 
do drugs are few and far between...and I think that sucks. Most who are, seem to not be comfortable sharing 
with others their choice. It is almost like they are embarrassed to be straight edge. I think it is because of 
stupid stereotypes like; that all straight edger’s are " straight edge nazi's " who knock drinks out of hands and 
fight people who arc smoking cigarettes. Or that straight edge kids are meatheads (well, some are). Most are 
afraid of persecution or maybe some just don't really care and just don't talk about it. 

Well, I do talk about it. At every chance I get I let people know that I "don't do the hard stuff'... but not like 
a pushy asshole. People are free to pollute their bodies all they want...I myself have enjoyed(?) this kind of 
lifestyle. But I let people know that the straight edge punk rocker does exist. Perhaps I can be a power of 
example to some of the young punks out there who don't want to drink, but think that they have to. A 
positive force in punk rock has been long overdue in my opinion. I think that this idea has been growing, 
and others have the same ideas that I do. 

Recently I have discovered that there are more of us that I thought. Locally, I could name about a dozen 
punks (that I know) that choose not to drink or do drugs and I make it a point to involve myself with them as 
much as possible. Nationally, I am sure that there are some more of us kicking around. I heard that 
somewhere in lexas there is a gang of 50 straight edge punk rockers that promote shows together, live 
together, and stick together like.... well, glue.

-Andrew Thayer is our Guitar player along 
with Alex Perkins.

But we have been living in Boston for 
some time now. 

Nol 3 : It seems to me that the Jonee Earthquake is hooking you guys up alot...what 
would young punk bands do without them? 

- Jonee has been helping us out, along with other bands for a really long time now. 
We’ve been doing things more on our own lately but we like to keep in touch and play 
with him. He has helped us out a real lot and we owe a lot to him. We like to return 
his favors. It is great what he has done for local music and the scene. He’s good 
people.

Nol3: Who is in this fucking band anyway? And how did you 
guys get to the line up you have right now? 


Egan: Our current lineup features Josh Storms (lead guitar), 

Kevin Control (bass), Freddie Misjudged (drums), Jack Ruf, our 
newest member on rhythm guitar, and me, Egan Misjudged on 
lead vocals. The band was formed by Josh and Kevin way back in the Junior High days. They picked the rest of us up along the way. 
On our most recent, self-titled EP I play drums on “False Reality’’ and Freddie sings. Recently, since we’ve gotten a very positive 
reaction for our crowds during “False Reality,” we’ve been writing more songs in which I play drums and Freddie sings. 


Nol3: What going on in Connecticut right now? Bands? Venues? 

Egan: For a while, the CT scene was really thriving. Yet there have been quite a few major set backs in the Connecticut punk scene. 
After the closing of our prized venue, The El n Gee, a few active punk rockers and anarchists opened a venue in Shelton called The 
Factory House. The place was a real success. It was run by good people and had great shows, where we played with bands such as The 
Lower Class Brats. Sadly, the town shut it down. Halls and an acoustically challenged venue called The Empress Ballroom are where 
it’s at right now. There are many rumors of new venues popping up so things are looking bright. Josh and Mark Grogan, who created 
www.ctpunx.com , have recently started a band called The Profalakix so keep an eye out. Another favorite local group of mine would 
be Silenced Sin. As a shameless plug, keep an eye out for Sex Guns and Rock n Roll, a new and more experimental group I’m joining 
with members of CT punk bands Silenced Sin and Good Times. 

Nol3: You guys seem to have a pretty frequent relationship with NYC. Why is that? 

Egan: Because New York City is the capital of punk! We live only an hour away so we play NYC any chance we get. It’s always really 
great to play NYC, especially at CBGB. The sound is great, the management is great, and so far every show has been a success. It’s 
always an honor to play on the same stage as such influential and ground-breaking groups such as The Ramones. Within the past year 
we’ve played CB’s with legendary bands such as Discharge, Slaughter and The Dogs, and Toxic Narcotic. 

Nol3: Are you guys looking to make a dent in the national scene? Are you going to tour? 

Egan: We’re going to try, but if it isn’t The Misjudged, all of us will be pushing each other s limits in future groups. It s hard when 
we’re still in high school. 

Nol3: How do you feel about bands like The Unseen and The Dropkick Murphy’s who have brought punk rock into the 
mainstream in the past couple of years? 

Egan: We actually used to cover a few Unseen songs when I first joined 3 years ago. Once they came to CT and bad mouthed our 
scene on stage, we dropped the songs. People enjoy The Unseen and The Dropkick’s and they’re selling some records, so best of luck, 
but my interests lead me in the direction of more ground-breaking music. 

Nol3: OH yeah, and why don’t you have any vinyl out? 

Egan: Really, we just haven’t had the money. 

Nol3: Any last words? 

Egan: Yeah. Do you remember how grunge came in and destroyed all the cheesy hair metal and cock rock that was filled with money, 
cars and girls? Do you remember how The Ramones hit the stage of CBGB to destroy the rock glitterati? It’s a never-ending cycle, and 
all that bullshit that’s degrading the music industry today will be destroyed yet again. Keep an eye out.

Ken and Julie are currently in Boston shooting bands and people to 
include in their documentary on punk rock. Their great guys and if you 
see a weird looking gold toothed Dutchman filming punk bands. ..that 
Ken. Interview conducted by Pat FNS 

Kern My name is Kenneth Van Schooten. Togeather with Julie Van 
Schooten we have a video and photography production company called 
ETIT. It stands for "Easier Than I Thought” 

Julie : Or eTit if that's easier to remember. 

Ken : Currently we are making a documentary on punk rock. It's the first 
big project we're doing. We make other projects.. like documentary's, 
photography.... 

Nol 3 : So what are you looking for in the documentary? 

Ken : It kind of started after seeing The Sex Pistols in Boston. We went 
there and it was huge outside concert kind of thing. I thought 'Gees..this 
is what punk rock's become?' I started to listen to the Sex Pistols when I 
was like 9 years old and they made such a big impact on me. So 25 
years later I thought ' wow..' And on the other hand there are these bands 
that become real big.. I mean The Sex Pistols are the biggest of them 
all. ..The Clash were pretty big. On the other hand you have these little 
punk bands struggling like they were struggling 25 years ago. I wanted 
to hear from the older guys that started between 1977-1982, their 
experiences, experiences with the record industry. How they started with 
punk, why they got involved with it or why they got away from it. I'm 
going to put their interviews around the stories of new bands, new punk 
bands. The focus will be more on the new punk bands, and around the 
stories of the newer bands we'll edit in the other stuff. But also like, 
Legs McNeil, who started PUNK magazine... and I don't know if you 
want to mention yourself.. 

Nol3 : And me... 

Ken : Yeah... you are like the opposite of Legs McNeil. And the newer 
bands like the Struggle.. is compared to the older bands.

We did interviews with The Adicts, and Abrasive Wheels and MDC.

Ken : I'm kind of loosing track. 

Julie : We did Marky Ramone 

Nol3 : In New York? 

Ken : No in Attleboro.. 

Julie : He was playing drums for The Misfits. 

Nol3 : Oh yeah.. they were playing the Palladium or something? 

Julie : No some dive, shit bar... 

Nol3: The Misfits? 

Julie : Yeah it was some hole in the wall, all the drunks go there during 
the day. He was interesting.. he made us do the interview in front of a 
graveyard... 

Ken : Yeah 

(Laughter) 

Julie : Well the graveyard just happened to be there. He thought it would 
be cool to film it there.. 

Ken : He was very co-operative so... 

Julie : He was a nice guy. We also went to Montreal for Joe Keithely 
from DOA because he was doing a spoken word tour. 

Ken : But Joe just wrote a book "I Shithead” and he's reciting from his 
book, and that's going to be the voice over for the documentary. 

Julie : He was great and a real nice guy. We also did Charlie Harper of 
The UK Subs. 

Nol 3 : At Axis when they came through.. 

Julie : And we did Wattie of Exploited and that was at Lupo's. He was 
really cool. 

Nol3 : And you did Cheeta Chrome. 


Julie : Yeah, he really didn't have much to say. Everyone has been very 
occomidating. Really nice guys. 

Ken : I mean Cheeta Chrome he's been on the road for 30 years. .it so 
normal for him. Thanks to the punk thing these guys are what they are, 
but on the other hand they think more about what they are doing now. 
"I'm doing a tour now.. .I'm about to make a new record.” They're 
writing new songs. 

Nol3 : What's going to happen to the documentary when it's done and 
when is the finish date? 

Ken : Well, it's so hard to say. Sham 69 wants to be in it.. 

Julie : And Stiff Little Fingers... 

Ken: Sham 69 said they were going to do a US tour later this year and I 
don’t know if we are going to wait for that. It depends on all sorts of 
things. 

Julie : We're going to do Sonny Vincent in NY next weekend. Penelope 
Huston.... 

Ken : Penelope Huston is being filmed right now in San Fransisco. We're 
having someone interview her and mail it to us. 

Ken : El Vez. He was very interested. He is a very colorful person, I 

mean they're all colorful people but El Vez! Most people don't even 
know he was involved in the punk scene.That's kind of interesting. We 
also want Jane County.

Julie : Because everyone has their own version of what happened.

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Broken are a Connecticut staple. They've been playing shows, touring and putting out records since WAY back in 
the early 90's. Jim Martin is the prolific singer of Broken and a long time member of the Conn/M YC punk and 
hardcore scene.

Nol 3: Jim, tell us all about your longwinded and never ending career in the Connecticut punk scene . / 

Jim Martin : Well if you hang out long enough, everybody will get to know you. I’ve been going to punk and 
hardcore gigs since like ’79 or ‘something. I was lucky enough to have rock n’ roll parents that weren’t judgmental 
of my choices. Hell, my Mom and her friends from New York City exposed me to punk rock when I was 13! At the 
same time punk was brand new and still full of shock. Gigs were small and intimate enough to actually meet and 
hang out with the bands that I liked. Art was my bag. There were so many great gigs happening with a lot frequency. 

ave the cash to go to all of than. Around ’83 1 started doing flyers for gigs for some of the venues in 
for admission. That evolved into doing art for bands. So many bands really liked the flyers I did they 
would seek me out. I did graphics for the straight edge label Revelation Records for a while. Revelation was 
originally going to be called Schism Records. I did the Schism logos. The logos were shelved until Porcell from 
Youth Of Today resurrected them. He used Schism to put out the now highly collectable Project X EP (which came 
with a cool Schism fanzine). 1 did Revelation’s first release which was the first Warzone EP. Raybeez made me an 
honorary Warzone member! I did some work for The Exploited. Wattie paid me in whiskey. I did art for many 
bands. I remember Armand from Rest In Pieces asking me to try out to be their singer. The next step would be for 
me was to play in a band. I started Malachi Krunch in 1988 with some friends of mine. One of the guys name was 
Justin Gunn (lead guitar). His Dad was a pretty famous actor in “blacksploitation” films of the 1970's as well as 
Television shows. His name was Moses Gunn. Moses was in Shaft, Planet Of The Apes, and whole bunch of other 
cool flicks. Moses was the only black person on Little House On The Prairie. Moses let us practice in his bam. But 
he made us pick up our beer cans! One time Moses brought his friend and fellow actor James Earl Jones into the 
bam when we practicing. They were drinking and laughing at us. The typical parental comment of ’’you call that 
music?!” Looking back, it was pretty fucking funny. Some other Malachi Krunch highlights include playing a squat 
party in New York where we got shut off and we made a huge stink about it. When we were packing up our gear 
these English guys came up to us and said they liked our set and attitude. They bought us drinks and smoked up with 
us. They turned out to be the Gallagher brothers from Oasis. We crashed The Volvo Tennis tournament street party. 
We played two sets on a rooftop. We had a generator and the local Guardian Angels provided our security. The 
police couldn’t shut us off. There was a huge crowd below us. And we got away! It was like a scene out of The Blues 
Brothers! There were also some Malachi Krunch low moments. One of my best friends who I shared a practice space 
with was murdered in the space. He was bludgeoned to death. It was fuckin’ nasty, it made me ill. What made things 
even worse that I was a suspect. You see there was no forced entry to the space and I was the only other one with a 
. The police also said I was big enough to do it. The police showed me murder scene photos. In the photos the 
murderer had stuck Malachi Krunch stickers on my friend’s face. So the police thought it was something personal 
between my dead friend and me. f was eventually cleared, months later. It was proved to be a drug deal gone badly, 
that I had nothing to with. I was at a low. At this time my friends from the uber peace punk band from New York

J i m Martin : On the line up changes, people’s priorities will always change. If making money is your thing 
don t play in a hardcore punk band. Broken has managed to keep breaking even. If you want to vent your 
personal hostilities with your environment instead of wasting someone, and to meet people from ail over the 
world and make lifelong friendships then play in hardcore punk band. A few years ago the Christian rock 
band Creed approached us about buying the rights to our name. We had a record come out in the U K. a few 
years earlier and the label we were on registered our name. There are very strong international entertainment 
laws. By law Creed had to make us an offer. It seems there was a Christian rock band they wanted to sign to 
their own label by the name of Broken. They offered us like $10,000. In my world $10,000 ain’t shit in the 
long run. Our blood, sweat, and miles were worth much more. Besides aren’t Christians supposed to do 
more righteous things with money like feeding the poor and building schools, instead of trying to buy out 
punk bands? Broken was supposed to play the Brooklyn Beer Olympics. It was put together for a few years 
by Neil Robinson from Tribal War records and Jimmy Foul from the NYC gutter punks Public Nuisance 
with success in the previous years. There were punks there from everywhere. Some traveled from Japan. 
New York City in the mid 1990's was Mayor Giuliani’s regime. Mayor Giuliani’s “quality of life” campaign 
didn t include punk rock. This time New York's finest showed up in full force to let everyone know that 
Beer Olympics wasn't happening. Then word came that the event could move to C Squat in Manhattan, but 
it take a few hours to get it together. Crowds of punks were turnstile jumping in the subway to get to 
Manhattan, rhe rally point was Tompkins Square Park until C Squat was ready. After about an hour, there 
were about 250 punks drinking and hanging out in the park waiting for the gig. This one kid approached the 
crowd and yelled that there was army of riot cops coming from the other side of the park. There was a 
chuckle of disbelief and shrug from the crowd* About 5 minutes later about 75 riot cops stormed the punks 
clubs without warning. It was apparent Broken wasn’t playing the Beer Olympics. 

\ NoI3: You guys have toured all over the world. How was it to be in England on Sept. 11th? Tell me about [ 

\ meeting the IRA in Northern Ireland I , : : ” " ,sSy*A; , .. T 

j Mart l n : Broken flew out of New Y ork on the night of September 1 0th, 200 1 for a tour England, Ireland 
and Northern Ireland. On September 1 1 th we landed in Manchester, England so we get to the coast easier to 
catch a ferry to Ireland for the fist part of our tour. We were drinking beer on the docks waiting for our ferry 
when our bassist (at the time) Wolf came out of the terminal and said, you’d better come inside. There was 
this terminal waiting area with a television. He said there had been a terrible plane crash in Manhattan, 
looked pretty bad on TV. We saw the second plane crash live. 1 realized it was an attack. It was a punch in 
the gut. I am not a patriotic person, but it hurt really badly. We live in the tri state metro area. I consider 
New York City to be home. My first reaction was to call my wife back home. I went for a payphone. 1 got 
the British Telephone operator. She told me that all communication with America had been shut off. Now I 
was fuckin angry. I was kicking toilets in the men’s room. The ferry company rushed us onto to the ship. 
They wanted to get out of port before the British government shut Britain down. As we left the English coast 
we could see RAF fighter jets scrambling down the coastline. I really thought it was the beginning of World 
War 3. Broken drank heavily on our voyage to Ireland. There was talk of putting off the tour and trying to 
get home. But we had learned about all the flights being grounded. We had no choice. Broken committed to 
touring. It was surreal to be in a foreign land when your own country was in such turmoil. Ireland had its 
own problems. Northern Ireland is one of the most segregated places I have ever been. In school; you learn 
about all the civil rights uprisings in the southern states back in the 50’s and 60’s. In the films of that era you 
would see scenes of those signs “whites only” and “blacks only” in public places. In Northern Ireland 
neighborhoods are segregated by what colors the curbs on the street are painted. Green curbs meant you 
were in a catholic neighborhood. Red, white, and blue the. colors of the union jack meant you were in 
protestant loyalist neighborhood. When we pulled into Belfast we came in through a loyalist neighborhood. 
There were these huge murals ski masked soldiers with machine guns painted on the sides buildings with 
slogans like death to catholic pigs”. There were banners and union jades everywhere. The police drive 
around in these grey armored vehicles that are totally battle scarred from many a street fight. Somebody told 
me the armored vehicles were nick named “Rhinos”. There were many Rhinos on patrol in a total combat 
mode, sneaking about. The place Broken was playing was the infamous, long standing, punk run War Zone 
collective. The War Zone was in a catholic neighborhood. We quickly learned that the punk scene in 
Northern Ireland is the middle ground. The punks couldn’t give a shit about either side in their country’s 
mess. Ft was like a cultural oasis in the middle of a battlefield. After our gig there trouble started outside. 
Some punks were attacked by the police. I saw this one punk walk by a Rhino. A door opened on the back of 
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the Rhino. A hand came out and snatched the punk into the Rhino. The Rhino then began to rock back and forth on its wheels for a couple of 
minutes. Then the door opened back up and the punk came flying out. The Rhino looked like a monster chewing up that punk. That punk got his face 
smashed in. The punks showered the police Rhinos with rocks. The War Zone was a fortress in its own right The War Zone had all these steel 
shudders slamming down on the windows and doors. It looked like this was a routine drill for them. Some of the punks went right up to the cops and 
punched them in their faces. I remember me and our guitar player Rich trying to take pictures of all of this. We got caught in a shower of rocks and 
took cover behind a stoop. Rich looked at me and said; Irish punks make American punks look like pussies! Then we busted up in nervous laughter! 
Did I mention we drank a lot? Our next gig was in Derry. Derry wasn’t as big of a city as Belfast. It seem like the city was divided right down the 
middle. We played this pub called Bound For Boston. It was in the catholic section right on the dividing line of the city. Only 3 blocks from” Free 
Derry”, where ‘‘Bloody Sunday” had occurred. We got there early so we took a walk around. There were British observation/sniper towers 
overlooking the catholic neighborhood. It was daytime and the streets seemed kind of deserted. There were about six of us walking around. There 
was a British Army helicopter shadowing us. When we moved up the hill towards the protestant neighborhood the helicopter got closer. Then we 
noticed British troops on the ground were also watching us. It was creepy time! We decided to go back to the pub. I was having a beer and watching 
the 9/11 coverage on TV back at the pub. This older guy started talking to me. We talked about the 9/11 attacks a little then he asked if Broken 
sounded like Judas Priest. He asked me if I would go outside with him. I followed. 1 thought he was either wanted to do drugs with me or he was 
hitting on me. We walked a couple of blocks and he pointed out where Bloody Sunday happened. Then he pointed up the sniper towers that 
overlooked the catholic neighborhood. He told me that back in the 70’s a British sniper in one of the towers shot and killed his brother while he was 
playing soccer. We kept walking and he this small door that led down an alley. He said I’ve got some people Fd like you to meet. He opened the 
door and there were 2 guys at a table with walkie talkies. Standing in comer of the room there were 2 AK-47 rifles. After introductions with no last 
names they offered me drink. I was about to shit! I’m having drinks with the I.R.A. They were very interested about my thoughts about the recent 
attacks in America. One guy said, “Mow you know how we feel”. The other guy asked if I had seen all the burned out buildings in the neighborhood. 
”Do you know why there are so many? He asked. “Because the Brits own the fire engines and they won’t send them here”. He then told me that they 
also have to be there own police. “If you are caught stealing from your own people we’ll shoot your knee cap off’. “Do it again we’ll shoot your 
other knee cap off’. “If your caught raping women we’ll kill you and throw you in the river”. “We don’t mind a bit of marijuana around on the streets 
but if your caught dealing cocaine or heroin we’U kill you and throw you in the river”. “We’ve seen what those drugs did to your American blacks”. 
These guys were no fucking joke. They had my full attention. They told me they would stop by the gig and check out Broken. Sure enough they were 
there later. Later that night when we left Derry I was driving the van back to Belfast. About 10 minutes outside the city limits I could see this small 
red light moving in the darkness down the road. As we got closer I thought it was the police. But the police wear these day glow yellow coats at night 
for visibility. As I got closer it was a lone British soldier waving me to stop with a red flashlight. As I came to halt the soldier locked and loaded his 
weapon and aimed it at my door. He yelled” IDENTIFICATION!!” I looked back in the van and told everyone to get their passports and move 
slowly. Our windows were fogged up; I didn’t want this guy to blow me away. As everyone passed up their passports I could see more soldiers 
creeping out of the bushes in my side view mirror. They surrounded the van with their weapons drawn. The first soldier questioned what were we 
doing in Derry all day? I told him we were an American punk band and that we had just played a gig. Wolf our bass player was in the front seat with 
me. Wolf kept distracting the soldier. He was yammering away about irrelevant things. I told him to shut up. The soldier did some computer scan on 
my passport, and spoke to someone on his radio. He then asked where we were off to. I said Belfast. Then he let us go. As I was driving away I could 
see all the soldiers disappearing into the bushes in the red glow of our tail lights. That was fucking spooky! We were being watched the whole time 
we were in Derry. I’d say Broken got a real good taste of what is going on in Northern Ireland. 

INol 3: Is there actually going to be a Japanese tour? [ 

Jim Martin ; It is something we would like to do very much. We are currently working on a new album, with all new material. When the album is 
released we’ll have to see what doors of opportunity will open for Broken. In the 80’s after hearing the “World Class Punk” cassette compiled by 
Mykel Board on Roir Cassettes, I was really interested in hearing hardcore punk from other countries. I had these two friends John Munera the 
bassist from Seizure and Carl Etter who ran “Over The Top Thrash” fanzine and record label. Those guys really turned me on to Japanese Hardcore 
Punk. They had all the records GISM, Gauze, Lip Cream, Fuck Geez, The Stalin, Last Bomb, Confuse, G-ZET, etc. Those records go for 
hundreds of dollars these days. Those guys were seminal in my thirst for foreign hardcore punk. I have always admired Japanese punk bands. They 



play with such intensity. The artwork and printing on the sleeves is 
beautiful. It would be an honor to gig or tour with any of them. 
Broken played with Assfort from Japan once, they were incredible. 

I recently saw D.S.B. from Japan in New York City. They really 
commanded the crowd. Some recent Japanese bands I like are 
Worms’ Meat, Forward, Tetsu Arrei, and The Addiction. 

No 13 ; After years of having seen bands, people and venues cornel 

and go... are there any that you really miss? If you have to pic k your] 
your favorite " era " when would it be and with which bands ? ~~ 
Jim Martin ; Wow! Hopefully in my afterlife I get to do all over 
again, and get to see all the bands and meet the people I never got to 
see. I was lucky enough to witness plenty of music history. Of 
course I miss The Anthrax club. The Anthrax when it opened in 
Stamford and moved to Norwalk showcased just about every 
important Hardcore punk band that was on tour in the 80’ s. A7 and 
CBGB’s in New York in the early 80’s, laying down the blueprint 
for New York Hardcore. Early to mid 80’s is my favorite era. Once 
I booked Agnostic Front at Yale for $50! After that the door to the 
early New York Hardcore scene was open to me. There were so 
many great bands that shaped the hardcore punk genre. Discharge, 
Agnostic Front, GBH, Fear, Circle Jerks, Minor Threat, Bad 
Brains, Kraut, Urban Waste, Jerry’s Kids, The Abused, 
Negative Approach, Poison Idea, N.O.T.A., Social Distortion, 





Channel 3, U.K. Subs, Black Flag, Dead Kennedy’s, the Ramones, Urban Waste, 
Adolescents, Dayglo Abortions, Crucifix, Broken Bones, SSD, The Exploited, Angry 
Samoans, The Freeze, Reagan Youth, god there are so many more!!! I’d like to add 
that I really like a lot of bands between then and now or I still wouldn’t be interested in 
punk. Some bands I really like now are Inepsy, Hellhound, Cut The Shit, Out Cold, 
Career Suicide, World Burns To Death, The Restarts, and the recently reformed 
Skulls. 


Nol 3 : Many years ago you knew a young punk band from Boston called The Unseen, 
any thoughts on their " Warped Tour" success? 


Jim Martin : Mark and The Unseen gave Broken a foot in the door to the Boston scene. 
When I was in other bands before Broken, Boston was a tough scene to crack. When I 
first saw them 1 thought they were going to sound like The Casualties. The Casualties at 
the time w ere an East Coast phenomenon that played sloppy Oi (they did improve over 
the years). But they looked great doing it. After their set I thought The Unseen played 
better and tighter than The Casualties! Broken has never really been a “fashion punk” 
band. The Unseen went by how we sounded not how we looked. That’s pretty ‘stand up’ 
in my book. About their “Warped Tour” success, thank god they don’t sound like Good 
Charlotte or Blink 182!! If they want to educate the masses of what punk rock is. Then 
they are a good band to point you in the right direction. Broken is a D.I.Y. band. If The 
“Warped Tour” is the level of where The Unseen wants to go, that is their business. I will 
always be grateful to them in the way they helped us out. 

Nol 3: How's the scene in Danbury these days? Bands? Venues TJ 
Jim Martin : The current members of Broken live scattered about Connecticut and New 
York City. But since Connecticut is such a small state and connected to New York City it 
isn’t really a hassle for us to get together. I don’t feel that Danbury is the focal point of 
the scene. But the Empress Ballroom in Danbury seems to be the last all ages venue in 
the state. 21 plus gigs are happening all over the state, and there are sporadic hall gigs 
around. Billy from The Empress has just helped me out booking Icons Of Filth from 
England. May I mention that legendary Connecticut hardcore punk band 76% Uncertain 
reformed last year, and they kick major ass!! The punk scene here seems to have a few 
different camps here. One is the “Crust” punks, right on D.I.Y. ethics, in my opinion the 
future direction of punk. A.O.S. from Hartford is one of the best Crust bands around 
parts. The “Hardcore” scene is pretty brutal around here with king of the heap 
bands like Hatebreed and 100 Demons (Gerry our newest guitarist was in 100 Demons). 
Then there is the “street punk/ Oi” scene. Young kids who emulate the U.K. ’82 sound 
and look. So many of the bands from this scene come and go. I guess one that has stuck 
around is Disaster Party. The unfortunate downside of the street punk scene that it 
attracts a fringe element of white power bozos. Broken aren’t big fans of Nazis. I guess a 
thing is that Broken has an ability to transcend all of these scenes. We are lucky to 
have an open line of communication with all participants in the overall scene.

Unfortunately, due to poor communications, I missed the first two bands, one of which was called “Johnny 5 Alive’* from 
Michigan. When 1 approached the VFW, I could hear the sound of Jessie Houle, the lead man of Dangerously Happy, 
howling out lyrics.

(Fan Attic/Spiral)- Originally released during the Christmas of 
2002 this CD was repressed by Fan Attic Records for this Christmas 
season. 21 tracks from an array of punk bands from MA, RI, and NH. The 
CD as a whole is done very well and even though most tracks were 
recorded on a "limited" or "non-existent" budget, the sound is 
impeccable. Tracks that stick out are Nobody’s Heroes "Silent Night", 
Jonee Earthquake’s "Worst Christmas", Zippo Raid's "Have a Marry 
Fuckin' Christmas", and Chanticleer's "Merry Christmas Asshole." 
Plenty of other great tracks from The Midnight Creeps(although she 
uses the word "cock" way too many times), Kermit's Finger do a funny- 
as-shit song "Sorry Mom (I Spent Your Christmas Present Money on 
Beer), Missionshifter, The Chumlies, Blank Tradition, Photon 
Torpedoes, and The Brainless Wonders. This is a must have for anyone
